at Mt. Prospect 


The new appropriation ordinance 
for the Village of Mount Prospect, 
for the fiscal year ending April 
30, 1940, was passed at a spe­ 
cial Board meeting held last Tues­ 
day evening, June 27. 
The new ordinance provides for 
expenditures of $24,440 during the 
present fiscal year and is just 
$4,440 more than the amount ap­ 
propriates! for the fiscal year end- 
; ed April 30, 1939. 
Increased Legal Fees 
The principal increase in this 
year’s appropriation is in the a- 
niounts appropriated for legal fees 
and auditing of the Village rec­ 
ords. 
Legal fees 
provision ha.' 
been increased from $1,200 last 
year to $3,000 this year and tho 
appropriation for auditing 
from 
$,300 to $2000. 
All of this in­ 
crease is occasioned by legal ac­ 
tions taken against the village in 
connection with previous payments 
on assessment bonds, etc. 
The 
aud'ting 
appropriation 
provides 
for finishing the huge auditing job 
that has been going on to clarify 
the village records for the period 
prior to appointment of the pres­ 
ent treasurer. 
An item of $1,500 for mainten­ 
ance of 
village equipment 
has 
been included in the n< w ordinance 
as has an item of $7SO for inter­ 
est on Street Lighting Bonds. The 
appropriation tor maintenance of 
public buildings has been cut 5*209 
this year as compared to last year 
and the provision 
for principle 
payment and interest on the 1940 
Weller Creek 
Drainage District 
assessments has been reduced from 
$025 to $215. 
Appropriation for 
installment- and interest due 
UGO on Feehanviile Drainage 
trict assessments has also been 
creased from $150 to $51 w’hile 
surance expenses and incidental 
peases has been 
increased 
each. 
The increased appropriat ing for 
legal services and audit mg is un­ 
avoidable if the village is to be 
in any position to defend itself a- 
gainst 
bond suits and judgements 
being taken and already taken, and 
deducting these necessary expens­ 
es from the total budget, would 
indicate a fairly conservative pro­ 
gram and it is hoped the village 
board will be able to operate the 
village affairs efficiently within 
this budgeted amount.

Boy Browas 
At Deer Grove 


Douglas Villaneuva, a Phillipino 
boy eight years old from Chicago, 
one of a group of youngsters sent 
to Camp Reinberg for an outing 
by the Chicago Relief Organization, 
was drowned in the lake in Deer 
Grove last Friday afternoon. 
The boy was in the water with 
the rest of the crowd when he 
suddenly went down. 
Ile was removed from the water 
and three oxygen units, the Dan­ 
ielson and 
W intering, the Public 
Sen ice and the Palatine fire de­ 
partment were rushed to the scene. 
Dr. J. C. Schulidtke of Palatine 
was also called and every effort 
was made to save tne youth’s life 
hut to no avail. 
At the coroner’s inquest the fol­ 
lowing day testimony was intro­ 
duced that showed that the boy 
could not swim and that he and 
another 
youngster 
were 
seeing 
how long they could hold their 
breath and stay under water. 
It. was no doubt this stunt that 
cost the boy Ins life as a great 
quantity of water had been swal­ 
lowed. 
There was also testimony that the 
boy scouts who are supposed to act 
as life guards when the group is 
in the water were playing bali on 
the shore. 
The verdict of tile jury was as­ 
phyxiation from drowning. 
The jury also submitted a rec­ 
ommendation that greater precau­ 
tions be taken to protect the lives 
of the children while they are in 
the water. 
Stanley O’Carroll in 
charge of 
Camp Reinberg for many years 
has handled thousands of young­ 
sters at that camp and this is the 
first fatality which has occurred 
there. 
No one felt worse about the inci­ 
dent than Mr. O’Carroll, but any­ 
one knowing his long and success­ 
ful management of the camp does 
not hold him in any way respon­ 
sible for this sad incident.

L aw O n T he F arm 


is getting, on Class I milk, 47% of 
the consumers’ dollar on quarts. 
On two quart lots 53Cr and on four 
quart lots 59 'f. 
Defines Classes of Milk 
The Class I milk is based on 
condensery prices plus a certain 
premium that will vary through­ 
out the months of the year. 
The 
Class 2 milk is based on cream 
prices and Class 3 on butter and 
cheese. 
In the pool the produc­ 
er receives his check that is based 
upon his share of the percentage 
of each of these classes of milk. 
It seems probable that the mar­ 
keting agreement, if put into ef­ 
fect in the 
Chicago milk shed, 
should restore the amount that has 
recently been taken off of the 
producer. 
It may be that in the 
opposition 
of this 
agreement the 
distributors 
will 
at 
once 
raise 
their price to consumers but the 
history of the St. Louis market 
has been that eventually the dis­ 
tributors were freed from some 
of their labor distribution costs 
and guantity sales were premium- 
ized resulting in a lowered price 
to the consumer. 
Whether these 
things will be possible for the Chi­ 
cago milk 
shed or not we do not 
know. 
It is quite probable that 
a great ileal of difficulty will be 
experienced 
immediately

ing the setup of a 
marketing 


agreement. 
Producer Now Penalized 
“As milk distributors are operat­ 
ing now in this territory,” states 
Farm Adviser C. A. Hughes, “the 
producer 
is 
being 
penalized 
so 
severely that something must be 
done to relieve the situation. 
So 
far the marketing agreement is 
the only thing that has presented 
itself that offers any chance for 
relief. 
The difficulties that will 
follow the setup of a marketing 
agreement will be enough to give 
everyone a good headache.

ever, it may be possible in time 
to straighten out and find at least 
a half way satisfactory’ solution for 
the milk business here.”

“ During the past few days a 
number of inquiries have come to 
our office with it*fen*nce to kill­ 
ing weeds with various chemical 
weed killers. 
These weed killers 
are sold as a commercial com­ 
pound,” states Farm Adviser (’. A. 
Hughes, “and they must be used 
with a great deal of caution. 
“ In the first place these weed 
killers do not seem to be too suc­ 
cessful in killing deep rooted veg­ 
etation such as Canada thistles, 
etc., without an excessive applica­ 
tion. Anything that grows shallow 
may be rather readily killed. These 
killers are being tried in various 
ways such as killing winds in an 
asparagus row. It is probable that 
a light application can be strung 
along a row after the asparagus is 
cut down in the ground and the 
weeds killed with only occasional 
tip burned. 
I se With Caution 
“Our suggestion is that before 
an> considerable amount is put 
on, under conditions of these kinds, 
that a little bit of it be tried ex­ 
perimentally and let go for two or 
three days to see what the actual 
killing results are. 
It is entirely 
too dangerous to use in any large 
quantities- without knowing “just 
what is going to happen.*".' 
“Sometimes these weed killers 
are used in border plantings where 
weeds are coming up aud under 
trees. 
Our suggestion is the best 
way to put it on is to put-«Mfr«u 
sprinkling can and lightly sprinkle 
the foliage to be killed. 
Again n 
is best -4^ try this experimentally 
on a small area and wait three or 
four days before final application 
in a wholesale w

“We have helped conduct a num­ 
ber of tests with the University 
to determine the proportion to use 
of these killers and we ti nil that 
no stated amount can be used be*-1 
cause it will vary considerably with 
the amount of solution, the depth 
of soil, moisture conditions, etc. I 
Since it is very dangerous we rec- \ 
ommend a great deal oi caution j 
in attempting its use. 
Best Time For Killing 
“About this time of year is the 
ideal time for killing with chem - 1 
ital weed killers. Even the thistle j 
growth may’ sometimes bo killed 
when the growth has come to its I 
maximum and tho poison put on. 
There seems to be a biological fat*- • 
tor that enters in here and it is 
when a plant is about ready to seed 
it is the easiest period iii its life 
to kill it. 
Therefore, when this I 
killer is put on when plants are j 
coming to maturity a better kill ‘ 
may In* expected than at any other !
